20.—W—Huey Long's spe- 
cial session of the legisla- 
ture adjourned at noon to- 
day after enacting 31 new 
laws. 


Long, through his new 


bills, took a big leap into 
local government in the state, put 
taxes on the "bte" money Inter- 
ests" and launched a few "poor 
people" and altruistic projects. 


Through bill amendments slip- 
ped In today and yesterday Long's 
administration took control of the 
city government 
of 
Alexandria, 


made sweeping changes in the 
government of Baton Rouge and 
put a tax on his old self-asserted 
enemy, the Standard Oil Company 
of Louisiana. 


The senate temporarily revolt- 


ed tbdav and defeated one of 
Long's bills, but when Long strode 
in later, smiling happily, the chair 
reversed Us previous ruling and 


> declared the measure passed. 


Long has never forgotten the 
Standard OH Company, whose op- 
position to a tax Identical to the 
one he imposed today on the re- 
fining of oil, he credited with 
causing his impeachment by the 
house of representatives in 1929. 


An amendment fixing the tax 
at five cents per barrel of 45 
gallons on the refining of oil was 
•slipped into ah apparently harm- 
less bill almost unnoticed In the 
house and the bill was quickly 
passed and sent over to the sen- 
ate/which likewise passed it. 


"That's what I called the legis- 
lature for." Long «ald in refer- 
ence to the bill, laughing 
glee-

Band of Robbers 
Get Large Amount 
Cash Philadelphia

— A robber band of five, one of 
whom police said

office of the Philadelphia Elec- 
tric Company today, scooped up 
between $40,000 and

Two of the 60 employes held 
up by the bandits partially identi- 
fied the robber leader as Mais, 
fugitive from a Virginia prison 
from which he shot his way to 
freedom while awaiting execution 
for the slaying of a mail employe. 


Four of the robbers staged the 


holdup while the fifth waited in 
the bandit car, motor running, in 
front of the building. 


They timed their invasion to 


take place just as 60 employes of 
the company waited in front of 
the cashier's cage to have their 
pay checks cashed.

TOUHY IS SOUGHT 
BY (MINI AGENTS 
FOR SEVERAL GRIMES 


TERRIBLE TOMMY IS NOW 


MOST WIDELY HUNTED 
CRIMINAL IN AMERICA 


CHICAGO. Dec. 
18.—(fPf—Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Walter John- 
son denied today that questioning 
of Joseph Burns, captured Dillin- 
ger gangster, had disclosed an al- 
liance between the remnants of 
the Dillinger. gang and the forces 
of Tommy Touhy. survivor of the 
once powerful kidnaping band. 


Despite assertions by John 
J. 
Ryan, deputy chief inspector of 
Brooklyn, that neither Bums nor 
Touhy.were members -of the gang 
which looted an armored truck of 
$427,000 there last August. In- 
spector Johnson said he was con- 
vinced Burns had a part in the 
sensational holdup. 
He was 
equally satisfied, he 
said, that Touhy did not have any 
part in the Brooklyn robbery. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—(>P)—Report 
that investigators had uncovered 
new secrets of the underworld to- 
day sent manhunters on a new 
public enemy drive which made 
"T .-rible Tommy" Touhy the most- 
widely hunted man in America. 


Backtracking the trail of the late 
John Dillinger and his henchmen, 
the investigators 
disclosed 
that 
they were hunting Touhy as a sus- 
pect in the $427,000 Brooklyn ar- 
mored car robbery of last August 
and that thev believe he is now 
leader of the combined forces of 
the remnants of the D'Hinger and 
Touhy gangs. 


At the same time the Investiga- 
tors disclosed that they had infor- 
mation that it was Touhv and not 
Dillinger who engineered the Mich- 
igan City, Ind., state prison break 
that unleashed ten Diliinger mob- 
sters on the^. Middle West in Sep- 
tember of 1933. 
• 


The information that Touhy was 


behind the prison break came, the 
investigators said from a confes- 
sion of a civil employe of the 
Michigan City prison, which Is 
now in the possession of J. Ed- 
ward Barce, deputy attorney gen- 
eral of Indiana. Barce is report- 
ed to have helped brine about the 
arrest of Joseph Burns, wanted 
for the Brooklyn robbery, by pos- 
in~ as a gangster to uncover un- 
derworld secrets. 


Touhy, the investigators said, 


had frequently visited Burns at 
the apartment where Burns was 
arrested last Sunday. 
He Is a 
brother of Roger Touhy who with 
three henchmen is serving a 99- 
year sentence in the Illinois state 
prison 
at Joliet 
for kidnaping 
John Factor, of Chicago, the in- 
ternational speculator. 


Meanwhile 
Burns, who 
was 


among the ten who fled the In- 
diana state prison, was question- 
ed In an attempt to link him with 
a dozen or more crimes. In addi- 
tion to the Brooklyn robbery. One 
rumor connected him with the re- 
cent theft of 563.000 in money and 
jewelry from the Indiana Dunes 
cottage of Thomas Molay.

WITH PLAN OF ARMY 


WAR DEPARTMENT WOULD 
LIMIT PROFITS AND HAVE 


PRESS CENSORSHIP 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 18.— 
Senate investigators of munitions 
took issue today with the army's 
idea that a lone-secret war mobi- 
lization plan should not be sent 
to congress until war 
actually 
comes. 
The committee turned to a more 
minute scrutiny of the plans— 
which Include a six per cent limit 
on supplies profits and 
a"vol- 
untary censorship" of the press 
in case of war—after 
Senator 
Clark (D-O.) had suggested they 
should be sent to congress in 
peacetime for leisurely debate. 
Under the army plan, he protes- 
ted, the eight bills embodying the 
sc'.eme to mobilize the 
nation's 
resources would be rushed to con- 
gress to "pass under whip and 
spur" without consideration. 
War department witnesses re- 


plied that the war policies com- 
mission believed certain 
legisla- 
tion might be held unconstitution- 
al in peace time but legal in a 
war emergency. 


Clark also centered on the "cen- 
sorship" plan to determine what 
degree of control it contemplated.

TAXES AND PROSPERITY 


One section of the report 


of the commission of in- 
quiry headed by Dr. Robert 
M. Hutchins, president of 
the University of Chicago, 
is of particular interest be- 
cause it emphasizes an ar- 
gument that has frequently 
been presented. 


"We believe," says this 


section, "that there is on'.y 
a minor relationship 
be- 


tween the official prices of 
gold and silver and the gen- 
eral price level, and that

national trade." 


That has been made evi- 


dent by the course of most 
prices since the gold dollar 
was devalued.

through maintaining for a 
time a large federal Deficit, 
which may be created by 
reducing taxes as well as by 
ihcre a t i n g expenditures. 
Such a deficit foi emergen- 
cy purpo es need not threat- 
en our financi.sl structure if 
accompanied by sound pol- 
icies for increasing produc- 
tion rfnd employment." 


A balanced 
budget we 


must have sooner or later"; 
but if the budget is balanc- 
ed too soon, we shall pay 
much mbre heavily than we 
shall hi.ve to pay :f we re- 
store production and em- 
ployment first.

while school girl. 


The list of dead and wounded 
was unchanged during the night, 
and two men earlier pronounced 
dying at the hospital were re- 
ported "resting easily". The death 
list of two included Raleigh Ed- 
wards, 30, who was wounded in 
Wednesday's second mob attack, 
and an unidentified man. 
The 


latter, according to Dr. James L. 
Morton, hospital superintendent, 
was pronounced dead at the hos- 
pital after the shooting, but was 
removed 
before 
identification 
could be made. 


Believed Taken Home. 
When the body could not be 


found at any funeral establish- 
ment, the opinion was that the 
victim was an out of the county 
resident and had been 
taken 
home. 


There was quiet throughout the 


early morning hours. 
City po- 


licemen and 
firemen 
chatted 


about the happeninga In their 
headquarters opposite the court- 
house, or strolled 
about 
the 


square inspecting the bleak brick 
skeleton which a few short hours 
before had been Bedford coun 
ty's busy structure.

wounded yesterday as the mob ran 
wild on tho scent of a lynching, 
fighting to carry off a negro who 
already had been led to safety 
under their very eyes. 
Four hours after the guards- 
men's bullets had stopped the as- 
sault against the court house, the 
buildlne was burned at a loss es- 
timated at 8150,000. 
Threats still ran through the 
town today. Dr. James L. Morton, 
county health officer, said, he was 
informed 
the mob intended to 
fire the Bedford county 1all, after 
offering a respite to let him re- 
move the 20-odd prisoners. 
Dr. 
Morton said he would take ad- 
vantage of the offer. 
Jail Not Burned. 
The mob first set the hour of 
1 o'clock this morning for the 
firing of the Jail, but this came 
and passed, without the threat 
being carried out. The crowd part- 
ly dispersed, was still In a menac- 
ing mood, occasional shots being 
heard.

Started About Noon. ' 
The rioting broke 
out 
about 
noon. The mob, tenaciously hold- 
ing to Its purpose 
under 
the 
muzzles 
of 
guardsmen's 
guns, 
made three distinct attacks in an 
effort to capture the court house 
and seize the negro. 
It started forming about 9 a. 
m., as Harris went on trial in 
circuit court, with Judge T. L. 
Coleman, presiding. 
At that time guardsmen were 
stationed outside 
the 
building. 
Some sporadic fighting, 
mostly 
with rocks and tear gas bombs, 
took place during the morning. 
In the courtroom preliminary 
steps toward putting Harris on 
trial had been going forward. At 
2 p. m., however, with a jury com- 
pleted, Judge Coleman ordered an 
hour's recess. 
Fortyj five minutes later anoth- 
er assault began. This time the 
crowd went all the wav upon the 
porch. One man In the van of 
the attack grabbed up a heavy 
bench and battered 
down 
the 
doors. The troops opened up with 
.45 automatics and riot guns in 
bitter face-to-face fighting. 


A man later identified as Pat 
Lawes was shot through the head. 
He fell eight feet from the porch 
to the concrete below.

At 3 p. m- the court recess end- 
ed and Judge Coleman declared 
a mistrial, dismissing the jury. 
"The adjutant general told me 
that he could handle the situation 
so as to have the trial, but that 
it might result in the killing of 
as many as one hundred people," 
said he judge later. 
"I told him that I didn't want 
that done and that I would de- 
clare a mistrial to avoid blood- 
shed."

Theirs had been a 
long, hard pilgrimage, from far 
Persia, across Mesopotamia and 
Arabia, and then, probably by 
vay of Damascus, down through 
the Land of Promise. Of all the 
camel caravans that have ever 
made this wearisome journey—we 
do it now by automobile, within 
twenty-four hours—this was the 
most noteworthy. None of the 
historic marchings and counter- 
marchings of kings and conquer- 
ors over this route has the sig-
